Famous rubber men and limber jims 


are filed for future by a contortionist fan 


A twisted wonderworld of contortionists—peopled by limber jims, human 
pretzels, boneless wonders and India-rubber men—first opened for young 
Burns Kattenberg in 1913 when his parents took him tosee a snake man’s 
side show. He learned a few tricks, but his parents forbade a contortionist 
career. In 1932a picture of an unusually supple boneless wonder reminded 
him that his heroes might someday fade from fashion, and he began a col- 
lection of pictures, some of which are shown on these page 

Today Mr. Kattenberg has 5,000 contortionist pictures and has be- 
nnoisseur of the tortuous act. He divides contortionists in two 
“front-benders,” who bend from the waist, and "back-benders,” 
who actually bend their backs. Some benders, amused at his interest, 
affectionately call him “the crackpot,” but most U.S. contortionists re- 
gard him as an authority in their field and send him autographs and 
tights and spangles from their acts. He stores these treasures in Williams- 
port, Pa., where he is a hotel manager, brooding sometimes over reports 
of a big rival contortionist collection in Chile and sometimes wistfully 
wishing that his waistline would permit him a front bend now and then.

LIFE’S REPORTS 


PICTURE OF “SAUCERS” was submitted to Lire by reader of April 7 ar- 
ticle. But geophysicist has established it as a special type of cloud formation, 


SAUCER REACTIONS 


They range from plausible theories to. nonsense 
by ROBERT E. GINNA JR. 


The April 7, 1952 issue of Lire, in which Bradford Darrach and I ex- 
amined “the case for flying saucers,” provoked a tremendous barrage 
of letters. Some have been nonsensical, some philosophical, some have 
contained provocative and plausible theories. Not only has the story 
prompted an unprecedented response from the readers, but more and 
more letters are still coming in, 

Many readers are apparently resigned to visitations from space al- 
ready and expect a landing momentarily. “We should start construe- 
tion of a suitable landing field for them,” declared one reader. Others 
believe flying saucers to be far more than a study for scientists. “God 
is trying to tell the world something,” says one reader. Another adds 
darkly, “He has sent the final sign... .” 

From the chief of the U.S. Air Force’s saucer-investigating project 
the article brought a note of appreciation for helping their investiga- 
tions. “A considerable number of observers have written to us with 
valuable information,” he wrote, “because they were encouraged by 
the Lie article.” And the further reports that have since come in will 
continue to help the project. One in particular concerns the celebrated 
“Lubbock Lights,” which LiFe reported as having been seen racing 
frequently over Lubbock, Texas. The professors who saw them as- 
sumed the altitude was 50,000 feet, noted their rate of change was 30° 
of are per second, and accordingly estimated the lights’ speed at 18,090 
mph. Now Dr. R. S. Underwood, of the Department of Mathematics 
at Texas Technological College, has written Lire that he was able to 
triangulate them on a September night last year and concluded that 
their altitude was about 2,100 feet. This means that the lights’ speed 
was about 750 mph—a piece of information that may bring the Air 
Force one more solid piece of evidence. 

Another contribution was in the form of a series of photographs 
which Robert Retzinger took near Palm Springs, Calif. last March. 
Dr. Ronald Ives, distinguished geophysicist of Cornell Aeronautical 
Laboratory, studied the pictures and concluded that they showed the 
generation of a Cumulus lenticularis, or lens-shaped cloud. This type 
of cloud, common in the area, is formed when compressed and heated 
air pushes up moist air so that it condenses into lens-shaped clouds. 
‘The clouds are often sheared into sections by higher winds, as ean be 
seen in the picture at the top of the page. It is easy to see how a cloud 
like this, reflecting the lights below, might be taken for a flying saucer. 

There was, of course, a minority of readers who dissented from the 
conclusionsin thearticle. Somestill argued that the saucers were super- 
secret U.S. weapons; Lirt’s article had dismissed this argument on the 
ground that the government would hardly allow one branch of the 
service to spend vast sums of money on a saucer investigation which 
would have the primary effect of fooling another government branch 
even more completely than the enemy. Others maintained that the 
evidence was not precise enough, although the article had pointed out

Around the world last week the Communists ex- 
ploded in uprisings, upsets and general uproar. 
Chiefly they blew up in reaction to bold and posi- 
tive acts by which the West was strengthening its 
hand in the cold war of Europe and the hot war of 
Korea. It was not clear whether the Reds were 
fomenting trouble on the chance that it would 
slow the strengthening of the West, or whether 
they had actually come to the brink of a show- 
down. But from the similar patterns of their up- 
risings everywhere, it seemed clear that they w 
all centrally directed as part of a master program. 
In Berlin a few thousand young Reds, some of them broadcasting anti- 
West leaflets, burst out of the East sector and staged a clumsy riot in 
West Berlin, protesting the signing of the West’s peace contract with the 
Bonn government. Meanwhile the East German government made good 
its threat that “Berlin will know the consequences” of Bonn’s signin 
allegiance to the West by partially re-blockading the city and decre 
no man’s land three miles deep between East and West Germany. 

In Korea the U.N.’s Red captives on Koje Island (pp. 34, 35) baldly 
junked a pledge to behave and erupted in new riots which tied additional 
U.N. troops and weapons to profitless guard duty. At Panmunjom, North

‘Communism is never stronger than the failure of other faiths’— WITNESS 


The Book-of-the-Month Club’s June selection, Whittaker 
Chambers’ Witness, is likely to reverberate through Ameri- 
can life as long as America is at the center of what Chambers 
calls “the crisis of history.” If Chambers is right, that cri- 
sis and its consequences will last a long time, and his should 
prove to he a very great book. If he is wrong, the book will 
be just a fascinating footnote to the years 1925-50. The re- 
sponse of the book reviewing fraternity, therefore, is a sort 
of study in prophecy. 

Few reviewers used the word “great” without some qual- 
ifications. A few—perhaps still embittered by lost bets on the 
Hiss trial—were openly hostile. Only two or three rose to the 
challenge of the book and wrote outstanding essays. One of 
these was Sidney Hook in the Sunday New York Times; an- 
other was Arthur Schlesinger Jr. in The, Saturday Review. 
These two praised the book handsomely and at the same 
time argued forcefully against that part of Chambers’ mes- 
sage which is an ultimatum: that the West, to save itself, 
must limit itself to the choice between God and man. And 
this was also the prevailing pattern in the run-of-the-mill 
reviews, which by and large granted the book’s importance, 
fascination and literary skill but could not admire its author 
or like his opinions. 

‘The dislike is shown by the variety of charges against Cham. 
bers: “misguided emotionalism,” “deepest misanthropy, 
lack of patriotism, lack of common sense, intolerance, lack 
of humor, “rigid and obtuse piety,” de 


usness, Manichae- 
anism, “cloying self-pity,” self-admiration, rancor, Messi- 
anism, There is clearly a great gulf between Chambers and 
his reviewer: 
In part this is the gulf between his rather special experience 
and that of the average American, to whom the whole world 
of Communist conspiracy is utterly alien. Thus when Cham- 
bers claims that he “committed the characteristic crimes of 
[his] century,” most Americans can only stand agape. But 
there is a gulf too between Chambers and his more sophisticat- 
ed audience, those “liberal intellectuals” who were tempted 
by Communism and learned something about it during the 
30s and "40s. These intellectuals know what Chambers is 
talking about, but they hold two more or less violent objec- 
tions to what he says, objections which may be summarized 
as follows. 
¢ Kansas City Star reviewer called Witness “The full 
and candid view of the most important question in the world 
today, written, one might say, from both sides of the Iron 
Curtain.” Most of Chambers’ critics think his view of the 
other side of the curtain is larger than life, and his view of 
this side is smaller. 


First, the other side. Every intellectual who ever sym- 
pathized with “the Soviet experiment” has spent hours try- 
ing to fix the point at which the experiment turned sour. Was 
Stalin, or Lenin, or Marx himself the villain? When should 
these dreamers have awakened: at the pact with Hitler, or 
the Great Purges, or the expulsion of Trotsky, or the Kron- 
stadt revolt (as Chambers himself once thought), or the Octo- 
ber revolution, or that Russian Social Democratic congress 
of 1903, when civil liberties were first declared subordinate 
to the dictatorship of the proletariat? To Chambers such 
finicky autopsies are nonsense. Stalinism is the “supremely 
logical manifestation” of Communism, and Communism was 
“the logical next step which three hundred years of ration- 
alism hesitated to take.” When Western man first began to 


place more confidence in his mind than in his God, the abso- 
lute evil of Stalinism became a logical consequence. Hence 
the crisis is total, world-wide and centuries deep, shaped by 
huge ares of history of which Faith is the divider. To reason- 
bound intellectuals this is irrational and fatalistic, and puts 
too much history on Stalin’s side, as though he were the heir 
of the ages and the wave of the future. 

By the same token, Chambers is doubtful of our own soci- 
ety’s ability to survive the crisis. It looks just as sick to him 
now as when that sickness made him a Communist. This im- 
plies that all who have worked and voted at honest, above- 
board politics since then have wasted their time. The impli- 
cation is especially infuriating to New Dealers who regard 
reform as the American answer to Communism. Chambers, 
from his deep but narrow conspiratorial experience, sees the 
New Deal as a mere front for the Communists who hid in it. 
He is avowedly “‘incapable of being a liberal.” Indeed he has 
no politics as most Americans understand the term, and there 
is point to the Milwaukee Journal’s complaint that he should 
have read Jefferson, Adams, Hamilton and Madison as faith- 
fully as he read Marx and Lenin. As it is, the whole Ameri- 
can political experience disappears for Chambers into those 
“three hundred years of rationalism.” 

Chambers ruthlessly narrows our anti-Communist front 
to exclude all atheists, agnostics and materialists. Review- 
ers who fall into those categories but count themselves good 
anti-Communists, naturally object to this either-or formu- 
lation. Refusing his summons to faith, and aware that he has 
anticipated their refusal, they accuse him of pessimism, But 
Chambers also has the conviction of idance and in- 
tervention in his own case; for this he is additionally charged 
with lack of humility. Two cardinal sins are laid at his door: 
pride and despair. These are polar opposites. In short, even 
to some of his serious and sympathetic critics, Chambers re- 
mains a puzzle. 


Anyone who can write an 800-page confession, distin- 
guished by its candor, clarity, eloquence and comprehensive 
ness, and stil] remain a puzzle to the American mind, is indeed 
a most unusual man. During the trial, his wife testified that 
he is “a great man and a decent citizen.” All of those who 
know Chambers well instinctively reach for words of admi- 
ration, but Mrs. Chambers’ choice merely adds to the public 
confusion. We suggest Chambers belongs in another cate- 
gory: seer, prophet. 

Americans have had little or no direct knowledge of seers 
and prophets. They were of old time: Cassandra, warning 
her fellow Trojans in vain against the “sacred” horse; Amos, 
Hosea, Isaiah, Ezekiel and the rest, summoning careless Israel 
back to the God of their Fathers. It was part of the prophet’s 
role to sound unreasonable, part of his fate not to be believed. 

One way to evade a prophet’s ultimatum is to defy his “fa- 
talism.” This plainly ignores the fact that the very act of 
prophecy is an act not only of warning but of hope. Cham- 
bers’ warnings are of this Old Testament kind. He calls his 
“a book of hope.” 

Another way to evade the prophet’s ultimatum is to doubt 
his authenticity, There are indeed false prophets, and when 
men hunger for prophecy the false note is hard to detect. But 
if the reviews of Chambers’ book are any guide, there is no 
unseemly hunger for prophecy in America today. On the con- 
trary, there is an alarming deafness to it. ‘That is when proph- 
ets are most needed.

U.S. gets a long-lost painting; U.N. gets annoyed by Korea’s Rhee 


Until last week anybody in the U.S. who just had to 
see an original painting by the late Renaissance artist 
Michelangelo de Caravaggio had to go to Hartford, 
Conn., which had one in its Wadsworth Atheneum, 
or to Europe, which had virtually all the rest. But 
now another one, The Musicians, a fine early Cara- 
vaggio painted about 1594 and missing for some 300 
years, is in New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
‘A retired British naval surgeon picked it up—be- 
grimed and unrecognizable—in the English borough 
of Kendal for £100 (now $280) five years ago. The 
Metropolitan probably paid him about 200 times his 
purchase price. Where the painting had spent its 300 
lost years, and how it got to Kendal, is still a mystery.

Syngman Rhee goes on a rampage 


The U.N.’s troubles in making Korea safe for democ- 
racy were being made harder by 77-year-old South, 
Korean President Syngman Rhee. His term expires 
in July and he would like to succeed himself, but the 
National Assembly, which elects the president, has 
other ideas. Ostensibly to combat Red guerrillas in 
the Pusan area, Rhee put the temporary capital un- 
der martial law, disregarded protests from both the 


assembly and the U.N. Charging a Communist plot, 
he had a dozen assembly members jailed. A score of 
others went into hiding. It looked as if the headlong 
president would be giving the U.N. a headache for 
the rest of his term—at best.

Agreeing with three 
Supreme Court decisions and disagreeing with Con- 
gress—and the stand of General Eisenhower—the 
President said the answer was no. He refused to sign 
the bill giving the states the rights to undersea oil 
lands. It was his first important veto this year, and 
there was a chance he would be overridden.

he house is two stories high, has elegant 
columns, exterior galleries around three 
sides, a hipped and dormered roof, The hex- 
agonal “gargonnitre” (lower left), built as a 
retreat for the men of the family and to house 
visiting bachelors, was customary on planta- 
tions in the Creole country. The present own- 
er of Houmas, Dr. Geor; mat of New Or- 
leans, is restoring the house and gardens, His 
sister has bought a neighboring plantation, Bo- 
cage, where she and her husband raise cattle.

The Hermitage, shown on the opposite page 
warmly reflected in its lake at sunset, s 
few miles above Houmas. It was built by Michel 
Doradou Bringier in 1812 and remained in the 
Bringier family for more than a century. Brin- 
gier, who fought under Andrew Jackson at New 
Orleans, is supposed to have admired the gen- 
eral so much that he named his plantation after 
Jackson's famous home in Tennessee. His wife, 
Mme. Aglaé, whom he married when she was 
14, was so much the lady that in all her long 
life she never, when sitting down, d her 
legs or permitted her back to rest against the 
back of her chair.

Evergreen, which was built in 1840 at the height of the classic revival, is 
one of the most precisely planned and designed plantation houses in the 
state. Everything is as orderly as a minuet. Each door and window is per- 
fectly balanced by an identical mate. Its 18-inch-thick walls, stuccoed 
and painted white, are of bricks made by slaves of native clay and river 
sand. Floors and beams are of cypress cut from the plantation’s swamp- 
lands and held together by wooden pegs which the Negroes made by hand. 
The plantation, which is 50 miles north of New Orleans, was bought in 
1945 by Mrs, Matilda Gray and the main building and other structures 
have been completely restored. In the restoration, the builders used 
300,000 bricks, ferried across the river from Uncle Sam, another famous

Standing high on ahill three miles from the Mis- 
sissippi, Greenwood is considered the best re- 
maining example of Louisiana's large planta: 
tion homes. It is so perfectly proportioned that 
its size is only apparent up close. At left, Mrs. 
Frank Percy, the present owner, sits on the 
lower gallery which is not at ground level as in 
most plantation houses but is raised five feet. 
‘The Pereys, who bought the plantation 40 years 
ago, have restored the pillars, walls and ceilings 
of the old house and put in modern conven- 
iences. They farm 500 acres, all that remain of 
the original 8,000. Cotton and cane are still the 
main crops and wild turkeys are still found in 
the surrounding woods where Audubon, once 
a guest at Greenwood, made sketches for some 
of his famous bird paintings. 

Greenwood was built in 1830 by William 
Ruffin Barrow, who brought architects and 
craftsmen from Europe to supervise the work 
of 700 slaves. He constructed a deer enclosure 
to hold his children’s pets and a private race 
track to amuse his guests. Inside Greenwood, 
too, were many splendid touches. The central 
hallways swept through the house 20 feet wide 
and 70 feet long. Gilded cornices topped the 
windows. Doorknobs and hinges were silver. 
And just outside the front of the house Barrow 
had an artificial lake dug (opposite page) so that 
his house, of which he was extremely proud, 
could be reflected in it and thus enjoyed twice.

Retina changes during disease 


When a physician peers into a patient’s eye he 
usually sees a pink, healthy retina like the one 
shown above. But sometimes he discovers one 
which is deformed or discolored. Retinal abnor- 
malities occur in many different patterns, most 
of which are caused by specific diseases. When 
he finds such a pattern the ophthalmologist can 
often diagnose a disease before its more obvious 
symptoms have appeared. The study of the 

hidden danger signals was first standardized in 
1926, when Zeiss built an instrument called the 
fundus camera which could take accurate pho- 
tographs of the retina (right) through the eye's 
pupil. Now widely used in medical practice, the 
camera helps doctors learn how to recognize 
the patterns of disease in their patients’ ey

of smokestacks and parks, blast furnaces and 
forests, mine towers and lakes, grimy fac- 
tory streets and smiling suburbs. Fumes of 
coal and flame mingle with the fragrance of 
green, meticulously cultivated fields. In the 
ruins of residential districts the spared house 
is choked with refugee families. But the 
healthy hum of industry is everywhere too, 
and the jagged crestline of ruins that still 
juts high into the sky over most German 
cities is slowly being leveled. On one street 
in Essen I watched, fascinated, as a sauri- 
an-jawed, iron-toothed monster of a crane 
chewed the walls of a four-story building 
down within an hour. I saw here, in short, 
Germany as she is: still on wobbly legs but 
swinging her tools with the old speed and skill. 


My first great surprise, however, con- 
cerned not the state of the land but the tem- 
per of the people. I had already reflected a 
good deal on the irony in the fact that the 
West, so recently dedicated to demilitariz- 
ing Germany, was now so coaxingly, so ur- 
gently imploring Germany to rearm. But I 
was not quite prepared to find—among stu- 
dents, among union leaders, all kinds and 
classes—a mood of almost plaintive pacil 
among a people so recently intoxicated with 
militarism. 

I heard perhaps the strangest expression 
of this feeling in a gathering of friends in the 
sumptuously rebuilt Kaiserhof Hotel in Es- 
sen. The words were: “Please—we have had 
enough of guns. Don’t ask us to make any

more weapons, any tanks or machine guns 
—not ever again. Let us make our automo- 
biles and our locomotives in peace. No hard 
feelings, but—no guns, please.” The speaker 
was a smiling, urbane man in his middle 40s, 
Johannes Schréder. What gave his words 
peculiar force was the fact that he is a top 
director of one of the most famed arms forges 
in the world—the firm of Friedrich Krupp. 

Schréder went on to tell us the story of the 
fabulous Sevastopol gun. In the first years 
of World War II, he related, Krupp had built 
this monster, some 30 inches in diameter, a 
gun whose like the world had never known. 
Its single purpose was to pierce the thick 
rocks of Sevastopol in the Crimea, for against 
few fortresses in the world would such a gun 
be needed. The story ended sadly for Krupp: 
“When the gun was ready we found we need- 
ed 20 million marks to cover our expens 
The Wehrmacht offered five million. In dis 
gust we gave it to them for nothing.” And he 
concluded sourly, ‘So you see I mean what 
I say—no more guns please.” 

T looked around the group of friends: all 
men of capital, sober believers in private 
enterprise, all thinking in the same cool, prac- 
tical terms as Schréder, who had decided 
that arms were not profitable. ‘The simple 
question,” intoned the head of the chamber 
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of commerce of one of the big Ruhr cities, “is whether rearma- 
ment would make us stronger, safer, happier or any such thing. 
There are too many reasons why it won't.” And I recalled what I 
had heard from Theodor Schecker, prosperous chairman of the 
German Shipbuilders Association, speaking for his booming indus- 
try: “It will take more than just a little pressure to make us put 
off all our orders for commercial ships and build naval vessels.” 

These articulate businessmen, in their antimilitarism, spoke- 
as I learned throughout German not just for their class but for 
the bulk of the people as a whole. It is an attitude not easy to sum 
up in a word so dully abstract as “pacifism,” for it blends many 
feelings, many emotions. There is a slightly wry and bitter under- 
tone to it that only rarely is bluntly spoken: “You wanted us dis- 
armed, now we are! It was you who said we couldn't be trusted 
with a gun.” There is a deep and sober distrust of military power: 
having brought such disaster in the past, is it to be trusted in the fu- 
ture? As one of the men negotiating with the Western allies on Ger- 
man rearmament observ ed a bit sharply, They really thought we 
would just shout ‘Hooray’ and tomorrow there would be military 
legions in being. We aren’t fond of shouting ‘Hooray’ anymore.” 

“And finally there is among all people a sad sense of the emptiness 
of any so-called victory. No one in Germany today boasts that 

“we were never defeated on the battlefield’’—not just because such 
a boast would be untrue, but because it would be unimportant. 
Victory seems so vain, so empty of gain or glory. So often one hears: 
“What did victory do for the Allies in the last war?” Or: “What 
good will a victory do the Koreans?” 

All these thoughts have colored most Germans’ feelings about 
the diplomatic dealings that last week culminated in their govern- 
ment’s “contractual agreement” with the West. That agreement, 
along with the convention governing a European army, made of the 
German Federal Republic a kind of captive ally of the Western 
powers. The truth is that the only notable mark of the agreement 
has been the giving of guns to the conquered. This is not an excit- 
ing gift to men w ho do not ardently want to

Americans cannot afford to give us up—we are too important an 


industrial power.” Many Germans, like many Frenchmen, have 
feared that rearmament will help the West less than it will provoke 
the Russians. And still others ftet 
that so radical a commitment in the 
West ends all chance of a deal with 
the Soviets to get back the 18 million 
Germans cut off in East Germany. 

But these are all relatively subtle 
and refined considerations beside the 
mood of the mass of the people 
a mood of political apathy, This is 
not quite so simple a thing as indiffer- 
ence. No people so exposed to the 
Soviet menace could be completely 
indiflerent, and the Adenauer gov- 
ernment fairly successfully prods the 
nation’s awareness of the danger. 
But that awareness is clouded none- 
SOCIALIST Carlo Schmid is an theless by other facts. For almost a 
eloquent rationalizer of defeat, decade the German people have been 

trying to accustom themselves to 
living with the greatest defeat in the 
history of nations on, so to speak, terms of understanding. This 
demanded a kind of resignation, an abdication of concern with a 
world that was passionately hostile and proudly triumphant. For all 
these years Germans have been cultivating what Dr. Carlo Schmid, 
the brilliant Social Democratic leader, once described to a group of 
French occupation officers as “the superiority of the vanquished 
over the victor.” As Dr. Schmid told his slightly uneasy audience, 
“Every step that we take can only bring us up from rock bottom 
—while you must live in fear of losing your grip, tumbling into 
the pit yourselves. 

It is this queer security of defeat that Germans today leave with 
such hesitation and doubt—perhaps a little like the convalescent 
grown fond of the bare, bleak walls of his hospital room, where he 
no longer can huddle. 

This is a nation with a shell around its soul. Its prescription for 
living, everywhere evident and everywhere productive, has been 
a simple one: efficiency without enthusiasm. 

Germany has suffered unparalleled devastation, lost one quar- 
ter of its land area, has still a surplus of three million women and 
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a population apparently doomed to slow decrease. Yet its people 
have bent to the job of wresting a living from this wretched peace 
with the heedless diligence of termites. On a recent blue and gold- 
en spring day I watched the fairly well-dressed crowds strolling 
through the grim man-made rock garden that is downtown Co- 
logne, and I thought: no crowd ever meandered through its favor- 
ite park with so bland an unconcern, so blissful a detachment, as 
these men and women who no longer even blink with interest at 
the shattered buildings about them. 

But the efficiency of these unenthusiastic citizens has recorded 
memorable achievements. Not far from Hanover I stood in a mud- 
dy lane one night beside the director of a refugee camp. As a train 
Piped shrilly through the darkness, he pointed to a red signal light. 
“Up there,” he indicated, “on that embankment, that was where 
the trains stopped and dumped their corpses a few years ago.” He 
was speaking of the terrible trek of nine million Germans driven 
from the lands to the east. “We buried them by the hundreds,” 
my friend mourned. But what was more remarkable was that West 
Germany absorbed them by the millions. Some 326,000 are still 
huddled in camp huts. Yet the millions of others—more than the 
whole population of Australia—have found shelter and livelihood. 
This is what makes West Germany’s army of 1.5 million unem- 
ployed seem like an insignificant legion. 

It is significant, though, that all this happened in a highly un- 
emotional way—an achievement of competence, not of love. For 
West Germans commonly snarled in disgust at the housing prob- 
lems aggravated by their brethren from the east. And the refugees, 
men and women who at times had had to fill their bellies with bark 
off trees and moss from the ground, often hated the calculating 
self-devotion of their hosts. But the millions have been merged 
into the new society—quite efficiently, really. 

‘There'is a tidy order everywhere. On the streets of most Ger- 
man cities one is as safe at midnight as one is in New York at noon, 
and the German streets are a good deal cleaner. Even most of the 
ruins have a kind of clean look. In the big hotels one may not be 
able to get a bath with every room, but everywhere the help is 
busily cleaning, rubbing, polishing. And as with the buildings, 
so with the people: the faces in the bustling crowds of downtown 
Frankfurt or Hamburg have the same scrubbed look. They lack 
the verve and vitality of an American crowd, but they display the 
mulelike steadiness and stamina that have carried them through 
disaster so far toward recovery. 


“Down with the ruins” 


'HE life in these cities, even the most damaged ones, is now 

active and productive. Downtown Hamburg is busy enough 
to groan with parking eee that match New York’s. Its able 
mayor, ex-U.S. citizen Max Brauer, has made good on his slogan 
of Down with the ruins.” Newly paved roads of an odd red tint 
show the good use made of thousands of tons of shattered brick. 
Everywhere restaurants hum with business, offering three-course 
meals from 50¢ up. Consumer goods fill store windows; shoes of 
fairly good quality can be bought for $8.50. Crowded movie houses 
(admission prices from 30¢ to 75¢) would excite the envy of Amer- 
ican theater owners. 

And at the movies the serious, tense people laugh with an odd 
and innocent eagerness at the palest {Oke I heard two different 
audiences laugh aloud each time they saw a newsreel of an air raid 
drill in New York. The earnest rehearsal seemed quaintly comic 
to men and women who had lived so intimately with fire and ruin. 

There is a patchwork quality to the new nation’s daily living— 
a vast unevenness in various groups’ enjoyment of the painfully 
‘won recovery. 

Industrial workers know no life comparable to that of American 
workers. A good monthly wage (before taxes) is some $86 (with beef 
costing 95¢a pound, butter 78¢). Yet there are benefits not appar- 
ent in wage statistics. Controlled rents allow workers in some places 
a five-room house for as little as $11 a month. Public health insur- 
ance covers the cost of the most elaborate hospitalization, X-rays, 
medication and operation. 

Below the mass of industrial labor is a host enjoying the wretched 
distinction of being almost without hope. They are the 11 million 
(in a population of 48 million) who live wholly or largely upon some 
20-odd dollars a month of public support. They are the old and the 
sick, the disabled and the unemployed, the widows and the orphans. 
They are without savings, without work, without dignity or future. 
Upon them falls fully the awful burden of the German catastro- 
phe, and from them comes the ugly murmur that “It wasn’t so 
bad under Hitler.”

a house—call it capital investment, essential business expense, and 
deduct it from your taxes. 

It is a free-wheeling, free-enterprising economy par excellence 
—the ideal of Economic Affairs Minister Ludwig Erhard, the white- 
haired, bullheaded champion of economic liberalism. In Erhard’s 
creed there is no more room for an austerity doctrine than there 
is for socialist planning. He says with understandable pride, “It's 
the British Labor government that has gone broke!” 

And listening to him, one is vaguely troubled to recall again 
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Recovery, then, is a fact—not a neat and orderly one, but a 
definite, rather amazing fact nonetheless. Good union discipline 
with its few strikes has helped enormously. So has invaluable Amer- 
ican financial aid, But there is nothing artificial about the recov- 
ery. As Max Brauer said to me, “This Christmas the German 
worker had as much on his table as in 1927.” As the chambermaid 
in Dusseldorf, incredulous that there still was rationing in Eng- 
land, said wonderingly, “Didn't we lose the war?” 

Hard, intelligent work has made this possible. It has rebuilt 
350,000 urban apartments in a single year. It has spanned the 
Rhine with some 18 new or largely new bridges. It has set a pro- 
duction rate of trucks and small automobiles twice that of 1936. 
It has brought coal and steel production to a level above that of 
1936. In short, industrial output is now 40% higher than in 1936, 
and the export of finished goods 75% higher. 

Extraordinary as it is, this recovery has been shackled by two 
limitations. The first has been the obsolescence of equipment. Ger- 
many’s productive power had been slumping even before the bombs 
started falling, and today’s machinery is in places so outmoded 
as to render labor far less productive than in England or Sweden; 
one sometimes hears a lament that the bombs didn’t do a better 
job of blasting the old equipment to pieces. This problem has been 
aggravated by the second: the acute shortage of capital. In coal 
mining, for example, almost two-fifths of the total investments in 
1950-51 could be credited to Marshall Plan aid. Germany's once 
proud commercial fleet of 4.5 million gross tons has climbed back to 
only 1.2 million, There is simply not enough capital to build ships. 

Grievous as they are, these limitations only make more remark- 
able the fact that the Germans seem to haye made more of their 
defeat than the Allies made of their victory. 


The freedom to talk back 


TE apart from diplomatic covenants and public proclama- 

tions of sovereignty, the Germans have for some time now been 
enjoying, along with new prosperity, a new sense of freedom: the 
freedom to talk back. Popular magazines these days are full of a 
new kind of atrocity stories—those committed against Germans 
after 1945. These tales include everything from excoriation of the 
war crimes’ trials to lurid yarns of Americans beating up German 
prisoners. All such stories serve the same function as the popular 
rumors that Allied movies of Buchenwald and Belsen were prop- 
aganda fakes. The other day former SS General Karl Wolff testi- 
fied in court that Adolf Hitler had led so cloistered a life in his 
headquarters that he had never known of the mass killings of Jews. 

While few Germans seriously defend Hitler’s whole record, while 
even those most obviously Nazi in spirit still obsequiously enter- 
tain the conqueror with jibes at their dead Fiihrer, there is stirring 
again a spirit of distorted national pride with much of the old 
sting in it. The conspirators of 1944, who almost succeeded in kill- 
ing Hitler, have had to sue for libel to be declared by a court free 
of treason, since they had not acted with the armed enemy. One 
in a group of ardent liberals told me that he was planning suit 
against a slanderer who had libelously charged him with being in 
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THE GERMANS continueo 


contact with the British during the war years. “You feel offended,” 
Lasked, “because someone says you helped a good cause?” A young 
lady, partly Jewish, spoke up to answer me: “But military treason 
would b be shameful in any country!” When I had the indelicacy 
to suggest that if the Allies had not won none of us would be sit- 
ting there debating this matter, a pained silence fell upon us. 

What all this reflects, of course, is the piteously eager effort to 
leave international quarantine, to escape the hideous role of the 
leper of Europe. Any argument, any story, any fact or fiction that 
either raises the German from the pit or knocks the conqueror 
from his pedestal—this serves the purpose. By such stories the 
people tirelessly feed what Carlo Schmid wryly calls the legend 
of “collective guiltlessness. 

One of the first public figures I met in Germany was a valiant 
old police officer, a gray-haired man with the face of an eagle and 
a democratic devotion inherited from the Weimar Republic days. 
With surprising urgency he spoke of Nazism’s new young dis- 
ciples: “They can never do it again. If they stick their necks out 
this time, God have mercy on them. We are ready for them!” 

Was such a threat, then, so real and immediate? I found that, 
in one sense, it was not. Few neo-Nazis dared call themselves that 
(a fact in itself significant), nor did counts of votes or attendance 
at mass meetings show reason for immediate alarm. But the most 
important truths about Germany are matters not of statistics 
but of atmosphere. And there is much poison in this atmosphere. 
If even the clumsiest Communists could make capital of the slogan 
of German unification, how could patriotically impassioned radi- 
cals of the Right fail to stir a deep response? They, the neo-Nazis, 
alone are recklessly, unrepentantly, cunningly exploiting the cray- 
ing of so many Germans to shout, in word and deed, again, “We 
are just as good as you!” 

Against all the dangerous implications of this threat the present 
democracy is not without its weapons. There is the strong trade 
union force that, this time, would probably fight for its | inst 
any new authoritarianism. And there is a leadership, both in Berlin 
and in the West, both Social Democrat and Christian Democrat, 
that has grown wise on tragedy. These assets could well be enough 
—provided the democracy remains aware that it may, in fact, 
have to fight. 


“The Russians have lost Germany” 


'O the left the threat seems less grave. Social Democrats, far 

tronger than under Weimar, have spiked many Communist 
guns on the social front. Hatred of the East has been inherited 
from the days of Nazi indoctrination. And, above all, the German 
has enjoyed the painful privilege of seeing Communism tear his 
o untry apart. 
The Russians have lost Germany,” Ernst Reuter, Berlin's 
gallant mayor, told me. ‘What is more, they know it.” There is 
no doubt that the courage and success of West Berlin has un- 
nerved the Communists of East Ge ermany; they have never recov- 
ered from the shock of the breaking of the Soviet blockade in 1949, 
West Berlin, an enclave deep in the Soviet Zone, continues to be 
headquarters for a vast subversive network radiating throughout 
Red Germany, warning police officials of punishment in store for 
them, smuggling refugees to the West, ceaselessly distributing 
propaganda. Until the Soviets last week sealed off their zone, West 
Germany was regularly sending food parcels to the East, much as 
America sends them to Europe. To visitors who would sneak over 
for an evening from East Berlin, West Berlin nightclubs would rent 
neckties for novie houses lured such visitors with cut rates. 
Perhaps nowhere in the world has the West so directly influenced 
the Communist East—even to the astonishing point of inducing 
the “foreign minister” of Red Germany's Deutsche Demokratische 
Republik, Georg Dertinger, to declare recently, “The future of 
Europe must be built on Christianity.” 

For all its political troubles, though, German Communism 
knows one truth that America perhaps ignores: While the West’s 
peace covenant has been greeted by only the mildest enthusiasm 
in Germany, the day when the East of Germany can be brought 
back into a reunited country will be a day of such jubilation as 
Germany has not known since the Austrian annexation of 1938. 
And Russia effectively controls the coming of that day. 

Now, today, Germany is assuming its new role, however hesi- 
tantly ‘however reluctantly. A strange one it is: the rearmed ally 
of the West. 

Within West Germany this means a continuing battle between 
the two rival political chieftains: the Christian Democrats’ Kon- 
rad Adenauer, who has led his country into the West’s embrace, 
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THE GERMANS conrinueo 


and the Social Democrats’ Kurt Schumacher, who stubbornly de- 
plores his opponent's failure to wring greater concessions, fuller 
sovereignty, from the Western allies. Defensively the Social Dem- 
ocrats insist that to soften their stand against rearmament would 
mean to lose 50 parliamentary seats to the Communists. Weearily 
Chancellor Adenauer retorts to Social Democratic demands that 
the West “show more goodwill” toward Germany: “Why, after 
all that has happened, it is still the right of others to expect a show 
of goodwill from us. 

Sitting very erect in his large, softly lit room in the Schaumburg 
Palace in Bonn, the tall chancellor neither looks nor acts his 76 
years. In private conversation he is 
forceful and self-confident. He is ca- 
pable (for I saw him do it) of attend- 
ing an exciting session of the Bonn 
Diet from 2 p.m. to 4 a.m., mak- 
ing several key speeches, then get- 
ting back the next morning at 10 to 
lead off the debate again. He will 
need all such stamina to steer the na- 
tion through partisan fighting that 
will sear the months between now 
and the 1953 elections. For in those 
months an armed Germany must 
again come into bein;

The general is old enough, 
too, to talk knowledgeably of the fateful days after the First World 
War, when the soldiers and the workers fought in the streets, when 
labor and army became mortal enemies. And he is wise enough to 
be anxious to keep Social Democratic opposition from becom- 
ing virulent, perhaps wrecking the whole West German regime. 

But what most stirs this unusu- 
al general is the new ideal—a truly 
European army. “If we once start 
having the old national armies,” he 
warned, “we shall never get a united 
Europe. So the ideal is something 
not to be worked toward but to be- 
gin with—right now—this idea of 
one army to defend the West. Even 
if this way takes a little longer and 
will not look so efficient at the out- 
set, it is the only way. The time of the 
small countries is gone, and, yes, I 
mean by small countries, France and 
Germany. If Europe does not follow 
the path American unity indicated 
170 years ago, it will be destroyed.” 

And then Heusinger went on to

‘This—as the men around Adenauer ardently believe—may well 
be the faith by which the new Germany could redeem itself, But of 
course the immediate issue is not so simple as all that. The ideal of 
airauinited Gecmatiy aaniior be surrecdorad by the German gov- 
ernment to be exploited solely by Communist propaganda. Nor 
can West Germany simply hide behind the zonal barriers now 
raised higher than ever, for the citadel of Berlin can never be aban- 
doned by either a Germany or a West that wishes to remain self- 
respecting in freedom. Once, for the whole harrowing year of 1948- 
49, Berlin under blockade proved that it proudly belonged with the 
West. Now, under a new Soviet siege, the city must show itself 
steadfast again. The West with honor can do no less. 

But even though a Germany united and free remains the im- 
mediate ideal, the young of the reborn nation need and deserve a 
vision brighter than any return to the past. That past once dark- 
ened into unforgettable disaster. Could not the new vision be that 
of Germany within a united and free Europe? Only an ideal of such 
grandeur can banish the spites, the doubts and the fears that still 
divide victor and vanquished.

AT THE UNSENTIMENTAL RATE OF $3 BILLION A YEAR

May is over and gone, the time of the singing of the 
birds is come, and the voice of the bridal consultant 
is heard in our land. As it has been since Roman times 
this is the month of the greatest emotional extrava- 
ganza of the entire year—the altar-bound parade of 
the June brides. Into the brief ceremony at the altar 
go months of preparation, centuries of tradition, a 
flood of honest sentiment—and also a lot of money.
